j I Freedom of the press was not one of the 
! ■ planks In the platform of world security ta^ 
- sued from Dumbarton Oaks, And the omia- 
I slon was quite proper, since in most countrlea 
'■\ • a free press la Interpreted na being, flrat of 
i; ; all, a press free from government dictation 
;| land interference. 

But there are many suggestions in the 
Dumbarton Oaka outline which, could not be 
, carried out unless world press freedom al- 
ready existed. Better international under- 
; stdndlhg and cooperation can only thrive 

■ In an atmosphere of free and complete Intcr- 
, change of news and ideas. 

So it Is well that plans for a free presa In 
' the postwar world are already taking shape. 
'■ And It Is encouraging that leadership In 

this shaping up la coming from the United 
' States, and conspicuoualy from the heada of 
[ \ls two largest wire services, Hugh Balllle of 

tHe TJnUcd Press and Kent Cooper of the 

Associated Press. 
Misunderstandings and varied Interpreta- 
' '. tlons have naturally arisen In determining 
; world press goals, and certainly there ate 

■ other difficulties ahead. One of these will 
; certainly be the virtual Impossibility 
' compelling a government to allow Its nc 
. papers to give a complete and unbiased news 
; coverage, even when the news Is gathered un- 
' der •Ideal conditions of freedom and equality. 

But at least there seems to be an en- 
couraging agreement on fundamental needs 
' In the discussions thua far— the needs for 
' free and equal access to news sources for cor- 
respondents of all countries; for provision of 
', news-gathering facilities free from Inter- 
' lerence; for adequate world communication 
: systems available to all at fair, non-prcferen- 
tial rates, 

As Sot the remaining obstacles, the best 

■ prescription is to continue discussion and to 
advanco from new points of agreement. And 
in one of the most recent discussions of the 
subject, Mr, Cooper put forth a suggestion 
that should find ready agreement among 
the world's newsmen. 

He proposes that foreign correspondents be 
granted diplomatic immunity, on the grounds 
that they are better qualified than diplomats 
to observe and report on trends of foreign 
opinion or government policy. 

This would certainly seem to be an indis- 
pensable requisite of press freedom. If past 
dangers and indignities arc to be avoided. 
Such immunity would naturally Impose a rc- 
Gponstbillty on correspondents and publish- 
ers to do nothing which would Jeopardize the 
Immunity or use It to unfair advantage. But . 
there Is little to fear on this score from past . 
experience. 

Correspondents of democratic nations have 
the quasl-dlpIomatlc duty of reporting to the 
lavereign people in whom the power of gov- 
ernment rests. Most of them arc conscloua of 
the trust of this duty. And most of their past 
troubles have arisen from their zealous regard 
for duty, even when It meant Incurring the 
displeasure of a touchy foreign government.

Ills point was that the northwest, once the Job of 
winning the war Is done, must waste no time In 
establishing InsUlutes of tedinology which wlU con- 
vert the wealth of the northwest Into commodity 
miracles It hasn't known It could produce, Chemurgy 
and meUUurgy hold simitar hidden treasures tor us. 

His talk kindled In his listeners more than a pass- 
ing curiosity In what science will extract trom a com-

Imagine, [or exan 
pie, an army of British alUes arrh 
Ing In the United States, They would 
take over many hotels, clubs and 
apartment houses in Washington, 
New York, Boston and otliei clllcs. 

Imagine these Invading allies not 
only OS having twice as niucli nion- 
ey to spend as Uie war-wrackcd 
Americans, but also bringing wl 
them their own special foods ot .. 
quality and tiuonllty not obtainable 
by the natives. Imnglne tlicm filling 
the night clubs and bars, getUng aU 
the attractive ghls and rampaging 
With staff cars, trucks and Jeeps 
over the hlchways. 

On top ol thai, many Invading 
Britishers would tell us they had 
come to save us In a war that was 
not theirs, when we would feel the 
deep conviction that the foe was 
aiming at Britain Just as much 
Amcrlco, Furthermore, our 
would tell us quite frankly they 
didn't like our country and wens 
only longing and praying tcr the 
doy when lliey could co back home. 

You can Imagine how long an 
explosion would be In coming under 
such circumstances, Tlicrc are at 
least tliree reasons why It has nev- 
er happened here.. One Li the basic 
friendliness ot the O. I. and the 
second Is the basic good-will ol the 
British. Tlie third Is the fundamen- 
tal desire ot Oeneral Elsenhower to 
work In harmony with our ally. 

Tlie Impression you get today 
Is that cooperation Is excellent at 
the top between high officials and 
at the bottom between the average 
American and the average Britisher, 
There b, however, ft middle layer 
In which a great deal ot beefing and 
compUlning goes on. This is the lay- 
er of majors and lieutenant-colonels 
on the military side, and lubordl- 

»tc offlelaU on the civilian tide. 

It la at this level that the number 
of Americans still In London seems 
exceulve. Some were brought over 



to do Jobs that were postponed when 
the war In Europe was prolonged. 
There are also trippers who want 
to have a look at the war In Europe 
and therefore think up some 
tor coming aver, Ollen their 
Is flimsy and Uielr equipment for 
the task. If one existed. Is doubtful, 
Tliey take up the Ume of busy of- 
ficials, both British and American, 
and when they have seen enough 
they go home. 

It would not mailer so much, per- 
haps. It It were not tor the terrible 
overcrowding In London, In the west 
end alone, 40,0SS persona are wait- 
ing to get some sort ot place In 
which lo live, and only 40 vacant 
apartments are listed. Getting Into 
a hotel requires official pressure 
from various sources. 

You see few O, I.'s on London 
streets today. Thoss remaining on 
service details or ground crews o 
the army air forces. They have i 
imewhat alien, lonely look In thi 
tst, wintry and foggy city. 
You often hear discussions as l< 
whether the Q. I. will be Isolation- 
ist when he comes home. His attl' 
tude could come close to dctermln. 
Ing America's future course In the 
'orld. He beefs a lot about chmate 
nd the foreign ways of the people, 
[e wafits to go home. That Is num- 
ber one on his list. 

The unfortunate tact, of course, 
Is that he should see each country 
for the first time In Its worst possi- 
ble stale. Normal life Is dLirupted, 
ruins ore on every hand, the people 
distraught and tense. It Is one 
thing to come as a sightseer In the 
spring or summer, and another 
slog ttirough the winter months aa a 
working soldier. 

Yet there are signs that tbc ties 
formed may cxurt a lasting hold 
those who have experienced the 
good-will and kindly IntenUon of 
the British people. After D-day, 
the volume of mall coming trom 
Americans In Prance to English 
families was reported to have been 
nearly a quarter of all mall sent out 
by the O. I.'s.

When they were boj-s they were 
made cware of an attitude of their 
towards criminal con- 
duct which they could only construe 
OS endorsement ot lawlessncu and 
cynicism and an Invitation to act 
accordingly.

In one ipeclseular case, a 
member ot a grand Jury In Senstor 
Pepper's stale ot Florida was Ilred 
from his relict Job because the 
grand Jury had embarrassed a crook- 
ed local machine by Invcatlgiting 
gambling. So net even tha grand 
Jury, one ot the most Important In- 
sliiutlons tor the protection ol the 
rights of the people, was inle Irom 
poUticol Inlimldallon. 

In the fighting war against tor- 
:lgn enemies, these young men t«w 
traitors exempted trom the draft 
to continue Uielr dragooning as 
union officials who, during the 
Russo-aermon alliance, hod done 
their utmost lo taboUge the Job of 
putting weapons In their hands.

"The Idaho Congress ot Parents 
and Teachers aponsorcd Idaho's pre- 
marital law and will light lis repeal 
with overy resource at lla command. 

"Venereal disease Is the No. 1 
health problem ot the army and 
navy. When the war is over. It may 
become Idaho's Ho. 1 hwltli prob- 
lem. If we relax our present eftorta 
to control thls'scourgc. . 

"Approximately IBO coses ot sj-ph- 
llls wrro'plclced up under the pre- 
marital law In the Ilrst SO months 
ol Its operation. The overwhelming 
majority ol these people did nof 
know that they hod a venereal dis- 
ease and moit ot them were about 
to bo married to persons who 
tree ot 'syphilis. Thcretore, not only 
were a largo number of new coses 
prevented, but a large number of 
Infected individuals were brought 
imdtr treatment. 

"Health cducoton have sold that 
the premarital law has done more 
to make the people of Idaho con- 
sclous ot venereal disease than any- 
thing else that has ever been at- 
tempted In this stole. Borne have 
even gone so far as to say that this 
Is the greatest single benefit which 
has derived from the enictmei ' 
the premarital act. 

"IF the law Is repealed, Idaho will 
become a menace to the progressive 
■tales oroimd her that have similar 
leglfllatlon. Their syphlllUca wU: 
Journey to Idaho for marriage li- 
censes. Thirty stotes now have pre- 
marital laws and a number of other 
states ore expected to get on the 
iMndwngon this year. 

'The fathers and mothers ot Ida- 
ho are not going to permit this pro- 
tection for thctr children to be re- 
pealed. The Idaho Congress of Par- 
ents and Teachen Is urging all par- 
ents to write to their represento- 
tlvfs in the legislature, expressing 
th^lr wL^h that the premarital law 
remain untouched."

Occupational Guidance Plan <■ 
Needed for Postwar Sei-vice 



Editor, Tlmes-NewB: 

As publicity director for the Idaho 
Congress of FarentA and Teachers, 
I would like to dlsouu with your 
readera the matter of the proposed 
occupational guidance bill, soon to 
bo Introduced Iti the Idaho legisla- 
ture by Itep. Edwin Schwelbert ol 
Canyon county. 

The provisions of this oceupoUon- 
ol guidance bill are two-fold: 

First, It empowers ond directs tbe 
slate board of education to promote 
the development of occupation guld- 
once activities In the publli schools 
of Idaho. 

And second, the state board ot ed- 
ucation would be given funda and 
authority to hire personnel -to su- 
pervise guidance activities in the 
schools, advise In the pinvhose ot 
piychologlcal and other guldonce 
materials and direct research on the 
personnel requirements of Impor- 
tant Idaho occupations. 

The principal objective ot the ser- 
vice would be to help young men ond 
women find occupations for which 



they have optltudo and fn wblcii 
they can be happy and.succenlul.' i 
and would not be restricted to pro*-- • 
lesslong requiring college training. ' ~ 

According to Dr. Horry A. Jager, ■
